This ConvendoD having in their preaent Session, set fbi^h A Book of 
Common Prayer, and Administration of the Sacraments, and other Bites 
and Ceremonies ^the Church, do hereby establish the said book: And 
fhey declare it to be the Liturgy of thia Church: And require, that ft be 
recehred as fueh by all the membera of diesame: And thiAbook shall be 
in use from and aftw the first day of OctobeTj in the Year of oar Lord ooflT 
thooaand aeTen hundred and ninety.

THE PREFACE. 



It if a mo8t invaluable part of that blessod liberty icherevfUh CHBlst 
hath made %u /ree, that in his worship, different forms and usages may 
without oflfence be allowed, provided the substance of the faitii be kept 
entire ; and that, in everj Church, what cannot be clearly determined to 
belong to Doctrine must be referred to Discipline; and therefore, by common 
consent and authority, may be altered, abridged, enlarged, amended, or 
otherwise disposed of, as may seem most convenient for the edification of 
the oeople, "according to the various exigencies of times and occasions." 

The Church of England, to which the Protestant Episcopal Church ia 
these States is indebted, under Goo, for her first foundation and ^ long 
continuance of nursing care and protecdon, hath, in the Preface of her Book 
: of Common Grayer, laid it down as a rule, tliat "The Particular Forms of 
Divine Worship^ and the Rites and Ceremonies appointed to be used thermn, 
' being things m their ovm nature indifllerent and alterable, and so acknow- 
ledged, it is but reasonable that upon weighty and important conaiderationi^ 
according to the various estigencies of times and occasions, such changea 
• and alterations should be made therein, as to those who are in places of 
waSha^ should, from time to time, aeem either necessary or expedient* 

The same Church hath hot only in her Prefiipe, but likewise in her 
Articlsa and Homilies, declared the necessity and expediency of oocsrional 
alterations and amendments in her Forms of Public Worship ; and we find 
accordingly, that, iipeking to " keep the happy mean between too much 
atiifnesa in refusing, an<l too much easincas in admitting variations in things 
eooe advieedly established, she hath, in the reign of several princes, sinoe 
the first comypiling of her Liturgy in the time of EVlward the Sixth, upon 
jost and wdghty considerations her thereunto moving, yi^ded to maha 
aach alterations in some particulars^ as in their respective times wera 
thought convenient ; yet so as that the main body and essential parts of the 
aame (as well in the chiefest materials, as in the frame and order dtereof) 
have aljll beencontinned firm and unshaken.' 

Her general aim in those difTenrnt Reviews and Alterations hath been, aa 
•he fiii^ther dedaies in her said Preface, " to do that which, aocordkig to 
bar best understanding, might most tend to the preservation of peacci antf 
tmifcy in the Church ; the procuring of reverence, and the exciting of piety 
and devotion in the worship of God ; and, finally, the cutting off occaskn, 
firoffi them that seek occasion, of cavil or quarrel against her liturgy.** 
And altliough, according to her judgment there be not ''any thii^ in iC 
contrary to the Word of God, or to sound doctrine, or which a godly man 
noay not with a good coBacienca naa and aabmit unto, or which ia not fidrlr 
r ( 5 ) 
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defendble^ if alloired foeh |iibi and ftwf able o^oat^utioii, aa, in oommoft 
equity, oaght to be allowed to all Uuinan writinga ;" yet upon the priaeiplea 
already laid down, it eannot but be auppoaeil, Uiat further alteration tMmld 
In time be fiMind expedient Accordingly, a coramiaaion for a review>wat 
issued in the year 1689 : but this great and good work miscarried at that 
lime ; and the Civil Authority has not since thought proper to reviTe it by 
any new commission. 

But when in the course of Divine Providence, these AmeHcan StaXi^ 
became independent with respect to Civil (xovernment, their EScclenastical 
Independence was necessarily included ; and the diiferent religious deno» 
minations of Christians in these States were left at full and equal liberty to 
model and organize their respective Churches, and forms of worship, and dl^ 
dpline^ in such manner as they might judge most convenient fbnthetr tatun 
proeperiQr ; consistently with the Constitution and Laws of their country* 

The attention of this Church was, in the first places drawn to thosi 
alterations in the Liturgy which became necessary in the prayers for our 
Civil Rulers, in consequence of the Revolution. And the principal care 
herein was to make them conformable to what ought to be the proper end 
of all such fHrayers, namely, that "Rulers may have grace, wisdom, and 
underatandlng to execute justice, and to maintain truth ;*' and that the Peoplil 
^may lead quiet and peaceaUe lives, in all godliness and honesty." 

But while these alterations were in review .before the ConvetUUm, they 
oould not but, with gratitude to God, embrace the happy occasion which waa 
offered to them (uninfluenced and unrestrained by any worldly authority wha^ 
aoever) to take a further review d* the PuUic Service, and to establifdi sucb 
Other alterationB and amendments therein as might hh deemed expedient 

It aeems unnecessary to enumerate all the different alterations and 
unendments. They will appear, and it is to be hoped, the^reasons of them 
also, upon a eomparison of this with the Book of Common Prayer of the 
Churc|i of Eng^d. In which it will also appear, that lliia <!)hurch ia ftr 
from intending to depart from the Church of England in any essentlikl point 
of dootrine, discipline^ or worship ; or further than local drcumstancea 
nquire. 

And now, this important work being brought to a conclusion, it Is hoped 
the whole witt be received and examined by ev^ tr^e Member of our 
Church, and every sincere Christian, with a meek, candid, and cliaritabla 
frame of mind ; without prejucUce esc prepossessions ; seriously considering 
what Christianity is, ^d what the truths of the Goe^ are ; and earnestly 
beaeecfaing Aihiohtt God to accompany with his Messing every eadeavoip 
lor promulgating them to mankind in the clearest, fdaineet, moat afkt^ng 
and miyestic manner, for the aaka of Jiflus Chsxst, our blessed Lni 
and Savioiu;

And Jesus 
stood before the governor ; and the 
governor asked him, saying, Artthoa 
the king g( the Jews 1 And Jesus 
snid unto him, Thou sayest And 
when he was accused of tlie chief 
priests and elders, he answered no* 
thing. Then saith Pilate unto hinv 
Hearest thou not how many things 
they witness against thee ) And he 
answered him to never a word, inso- 
much that the governor marvelled 
greatly. Now at that feast the go* 
vernor vNui wont to release unto Die 
people a prisoner, whom they would. 
At)U they had then a notable (u-iaonei^ 
culled Barabbas.

She hath done what 
she eould ; she is come afbrehand to 
■Botnt my body to the burying. Veri- 
ly I say unto you, Wheresoever this 
Oospel shall be prmchixl Uinraghout 
the whole world, thi«« also that she 
iMith done shall be spoken of, far a 
memorial of her. And Judas Iscariot, 
one of the twelve, went unto the chief 
prioBts, to betray him unto them. And 
wherf they heard it, they were glad, 
snd promised to give him money. 
And he sought how he might «onve> 
aiently betray him. And tiie irst 
day of unleavehed bread, when they 
kined the passover, his di8cip..js said 
anto him, Where wih thou that we 

S^and prepare, that thou mayest cat 
e passovcr i And he sendeth forth 
two of his disciples, and saith «nto 
them, Go yc into the city ; and there 
riiall meet you a man bearing a pitch- 
er of water : follow him. And where- 
MArer he shall go in, my ye to the 
good man of the nonse, Tlie Master 
Btith, Where is the guest-chamber, 
where I shall eat the passover with 
my disciples! And he will show you 
a large upper room furnished and 
prepared : there make ready for vs. 
And his disciples went forth, and 
came into the city, and found a» he 
had said unto them : and they made 
read]^ the passover. And in the 
evening he cometh with the twelve. 
And as they sat, and did eat, Jxsus 
mid, Verily I say unto yon, one of 
yoii which eateth with me shall be- 
Imy me. And they began to be sor- 
rowful, and to say onto him one by 
ood, Is it n And another said, b 
HI? And he answered and said unto 
them, It is one of the twelve that dip- 
peth with me in the dish.

Although all 
shall be offended, yet will not L And 
Jesus saith unto him, Venly I boj 
unto thee, tliat this dav, even in ths 
night, before the cock crow twios^ 
thou shalt deny me.thriee. But he 
spake the more vehemently, If ] 
should die with thee, I will not deny 
thee in any wise. Likewise also said 
thev all. And they came to a plase 
which was named Gethsemane .* and 
he saith to his disciples, Sit ye here, 
while I sliall pray. Aadhetaketb 
with him Peter, and James, and 
John, and began to be sore amazed, 
and to be very heavy; and saith unid 
them, My soul is exceeding sorrow^ 
fill unto death: tarry ye here and 
watch.

Likewise also 
tfie chief priests mocking, said among 
theniselves, with the scribes, He sav^

WEDNESDAY BEFORE EASTER. 

The BpUUe. Heb. iz. 16. 

WHERE a*^testament is, there 
mnst also of necessity be the death of 
lbs testator: for i^ testament is of 
tarce afler men are dead ; otherwise 
ft is of no stren^n at all, whilst the 
teMatnr liveth. Whereu|X)n, neither 
the first testament was dedicated with- 
out' b!oo»l FV)r when Moses had 
spoken every precept to all the people, 
according to the law, he took tlie Wood 
of Adves'tttid of goad, tv^h water, and 



scarlet wool, and hyssopi, and sprio* 
kled both the book, and all the peopkl^ 
saying. This is the blood of the testa- 
ment which God Lath enjoined unto 
you. Moreover, he sprmkled like> 
wise with blood both tne tabernacle^ 
and all the vessels of the ministry. 
And almost all things are by the law 
purged with blood ; a^d without shed- 
ding of blood Ls no remission. It was 
therefore neccssarv tliat the patterns 
of thinp in the heavens should be 
purifiedfwith these ; but the heavenly, 
things themselves with better sacn* 
fices than these. For CuniST is not 
entered into the holy places made with 
hands, which are the figures of the 
true ; but into heaven itself, now to 
appear in the presence of God for us : 
nor yet that he should offer himswif 
often, as the high priest cntereth into- 
the holy place every year with blood 
of others : (for then must he oflen 
have suffered since the foundation ©# 
the world,) but now once, in the end 
of the world, liath he appeared to put 
away sin by the sacrifice of himself. 
And as it is appointed unto men once 
to die. but afker this the judgment : so 
Christ was once offered to bear the 
sins of many; and unto them thai 
look for him sliall he appear the second 
time, without sin, unto salvation. 

7^ GospeL St Luke xzii. !.' 

NOW the feast of unleavened 
bread drew nigh, which is called the 
Passover. And the chief priests and 
scribes sought how they might kill 
him ; for they feaiied the people. Then 
entered Satan into Judas, sumiCmed- 
Iscariot, being of the number of tho 
twelve. And he went his way, and 
communed with the chief priests and 
captains how he might betray him 
unto them. And they were glad, and 
covenanted to give htm inoney.

Whera wilt 
uou that we prepare 1 And he said 
tuito them, Beliold, when ye are en> 
tered into the city, tlicre bnall a man 
nieet you bearing a pitcher of water ; 
&II0W liim into tlie house where he 
entereth in. And ye shall say nnto 
tlie good man of the house, The Mas- 
ter saith unto thee, Wliere is the 
guest-chamber, where 1 sliall eat the 
passovcr with my disciples 1 And he 
shall show you a large upper room 
furnished : there make reaay. And 
they went and found as he nad said 
ttnto them ; and they made^ ready the 
passover. And when the hour was 
oomC; he sat down, and the twelve 
aposues with turn. And he said 
unto them, with desire I have desired 
'"^eat this passover with you before 1 
fluncr. For I say unto you, I will 
not any more eat thereof, until «t be 
fulfilled in the kingdom of God. And 
be took tlie cup, and gave thanks, and 
aaid, Take this, and divide it among 
yourselves. For I say unto you, 1 
will not drink of the fruit of the vine, 
until the kingdom of God shall c(Hne. 
And he took bread, and gave thanks, 
and brake it, and gave unto thorn, say- 
ing, This is my t»dy, which is given 
£oT you : this do in remembrance of 
me. Likewise also the cup after sup 
per, saying. This cup is the new tes- 
tament in my blood, which is shed for 
you. But behold, the hand of him 
that betrayeth me is with me on the 
table. And truly the Son of man go- 
c^ as it was determined; but wo 
unto that man by whom he is be- 
trayed 1 And they.b^an to inquire 
amons themselves, which '\( them it 
was that sliould do this th;;ig. And 
there was also a strife among them, 
which of them should be accounted 
the greatest. And he said unto tliem, 
The kings of the Gentiles exercise 
lordship over them ; and they thatex- 
ercise authority upco tliem are called 
benefaetor& Bat ye shall not be so : 
l^t lie that is greatest among you, let 
him be ott the vunnger; and be that 
is chief, as he that doth serve. For 
whether is greater, he that liiteth at

that sitteth at meat 7 But I om anuay 
you as he that aerveth. Ye are theyt 
which have continued with me in myi 
temptations. And 1 appoint unto yon 
a kingdom, as my Patbcr hath ap- 
pointed unto me : tliat ye may eat an4 
drink at my table in my kingdom, an4 
sit on thrones, judging the twelva 
tribes of Israel. And uie Lord 8aid» 
Simon, Simon, behold, Satan hath de> 
sired to have you, that be may sift 
you as wheat : but I have prayed lor 
thee, tliat thy faith fail n<^ i and when 
thou art converted, strengthen thy 
brethren. And he said unto him. 
Lord, I am ready to go with thee 
both into prison and to death. And 
he said, I tell tho^ Peter, the cocI|, 
shall not crow this day, before that 
thou shalt thrice deny that thou knov- 
est me. And he said unto them, When 
I sent you without purse, and scrips 
and shoes, lacked ye anv thing 1 And 
tliey said, Nothing. I'hen said he.

lis scrip: and he that ha^ no sworc^ 
et him sell his garment, and buy onei 
For I say uEjto you," that this that ia 
written must yet be accomplished in 
me. And he was reckoned among the 
transgressors: for the thinp concern* 
ing me have an end. And they said. 
Lord, behold, here are two sworda 
And he said unto them, It is enough. 
And he came out, and went, as he waa 
wont, to the mount of blives; and 
his disciples also followed him. And 
when he was at the place, he said 
unto them, Pray that ye enter not 
into temptation. And he was wi^ 
drawn from them about a stoned caa^ 
and kneeled dovm, and prayed, aay*

ftjbat was called Judas, one of the 
twelve, wcnt.before them, and drew

For then, 
would they not have ceased to be 
offered 1 because that the worBfai}}- 
pers, once purged, should have had 
BO more conscience of sins. But in 
those sacrifices there is a remem- 
brance again made of sins every 
Tear. For it is not possible that the 
olood of buMs and of goats should 
take away sins. Wherefore, when 
bo Cometh into tlie world, he saith. 
Sacrifice and offering thou wonldest 
not, but a body hast tliou prepared 
me : in bumt-offcrings and sacrifices 
f^r sin thou hast had no plesisure : 
then said I, Lo, I come (in the vo- 
lume of the book it is written of mc) 
to do thy will, O God. Above, 
-when he said. Sacrifice, and offering, 
aad burnt-offerings, and ofiering fur 
■in, thou wouldeet not, neither hadst 
TokMBure therein, which are offered 
«y the law ; then said he, Lo, I come 
to do thy will, O God. He taketh 
away -the first, that ho may establirfi 
the second. By the which will we 
are sanctified, through the ofiering of 
the body of Jesus Uhrist once for 
•n. And every priest standeth daily 
ministering and ofiering oftentimes 
the same sacrifices, which can never 
take away sins.

Piuite saith unia 
them, Take ye bim, and erueiff 
him ; for Lfind no fault in him. Tbo 
Jews answered him. We have a )aw«

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tBOM be mfldo Uttnflelf the Sour 'of 
God. When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, he was the more afrakl ; 
ind went again kito the judnnent* 
hall, and aaidi vnto Jxatrs, Whenoe 
art thou? Bat Jebu« gvft him no 
answer. Then saith Pilate unto him, 
Speakest thou not unto me 1 Know* 
^t thoa not that I have power to era- 
eify thee, and have power to retease 
thee? Jbsub answered, Thoacould- 
est have no power at all against me, 
except it were eiven thee frcm above ; 
therefore he that delivered me unto 
thee liatli the greater sin. And from 
dienceforth Pilate sought to release 
him ; but tlie Jews cried out, saying, 
If thou let tliis man go, thou art not 
GsBsar^R friend: whosoeyer nuiketh 
himself a lanjr, speaketh against 
Cnsar. When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, be brought Jbsitb Ibrth, 
and sat down in the judginent-seat, 
in a place that is called tlie Pave> 
ment, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. 
And it was the preparation of tiie 
passover, and about tne sixth hour : 
and he saith unto the Jews^ Behold 
jrour King. But they cried out, Away 
with him, away with him, crucify hioL 
|*ilate saith untotheoL Shall 1 crucify 
your King 1 I'he chief priests answer- 
ed, We have no king but Cassar. Then 
delivered he him therefore unto them 
to be crucified: and thev took Jesus, 
and led him awa^. And he, bearinflus 
eroas, went forth into a plaoe called the 
^aee of a skidl, which is called in the 
Hebrew Go%otha ; where they cru- 
cified him, and two others with him, 
on eitheri side one, uid Jastjs in the 
midst And Pilate wrote a title, and put 
it on the cross ; aiid the writing was 
JBSU9 OP NAZARETH, THE 
KING OP THE JEWS. This title 
then read many of the Jevni; for tlie 
^toee where Jbsits was crucified was 
nigh to the city; and it was written 
in Hebrew, aiui Greek, and Latin. 
'Thau said the chief priests of the 
Jews to Pilate, Write not, The King 
of the Jews ; hut Chat he said, I am 
King of the Jews. Pilate answered, 
Wlat I ha«« written, I have wntteo. 



Then the isoldien, when tlisy Iia4 
emdfied Jissus, todc his ganneirt%* 
(and made four parts, to every nnldiilt 
a pari) and also his coat: now the 
coat was without seam, woven finom 
tlie top throughout Th^ said theore- 
Ibre among Uiemselves, Let Us not 
rend it, but cast^ots fi>r it, whose it 
shall be : that the Scripture might be 
falfillcd, wliicii saith. They parted 
my raiment among them, and lor my 
vesture they did cast lots. These 
things therefore the soldiers did. Now 
there stood bv the cross of Jaavs, hie 
mother, and nis mothers sister, Mary 
the wife of Cleophas, and Mary Mag- 
dalene. When J s Bu B, therefore, saw 
his mother, and the disciple stuiding 
by wIkku he loved, he saith unto hia 
mother, Woman, behold thy son. 
Then saith he to the disciple. Behold 
thy mother. And from that hour tlpat 
disciple took her unto his own home. 
After thia^ Jesus knowins^ that all 
thii^ were now accompliuied, that 
the Scripture might be fulfilled, saith^ 
I thirst Now tliere was set a vee> 
ael full of vinegar: and they fillei 
a sponge with vinegar, and put ft 
upon hyssop, and put it to his month. 
When Jesus, therefore, had received 
the vinegar, he said, It is finished : 
and he bowed his hoid, and eave up 
the ghost. The Jews, therefore, be- 
cause it was the preparation, thai the 
bodies should not remain upon the 
cross on the sabbath-day, (for that sab* 
bath-day was a high day) besought 
Pilate that their legs misht be brok 
en, and that they might be taken 
away. Then came the soldiers and 
brake tlie legs of the first, and of tha 
other which was crucified with him. 
But when they came to Jseus, and 
saw that he was dead already, they 
brake not his legs. But one of the 
soldien with a spear pierced his sid& 
and fortli with came thereout blood ona 
waters And he that saw it bore record, 
and his record is true : and he know* 
eth that he saith trues that ye mi^^t 
believe. Por these things were done, 
that the Scripture shoukl be fulfilled, 
^ Ume of bin eboU not be brakM. 
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And agmtii molher Scriptim nitb, 
They shall lode on hun whom they 
pMniea.

And this I sa^', that /the 
covenant that was confirmed before 
of (>0D in Christ, the law, which 
was ibar hundred and thirty years 
dfter, cannot disannul, that it should 
make the promise of none efiect For 
if the inheritance be of the law, it is 
no more ofpronuse; bnt God gave 
It to Abraham by promise.

Therefore 
is the kingdom of heaven likened 
unto a certain king, who would take 
account of his servants. And when 
ho had begim to reckon, one was 
brought unto him, who owed him ten 
thousand talents. But forasmuch as 
lie had not to pay, his lord comuuiad- 
ed him to be sold, and his wife and 
children, and ell tliat he liad, and 
payment to be made. The servaa'. 
therefore fell down and worshipped 
him, saying, Lord, have patience 
with me, and I will pay tnee aU. 
Then the lord of that servant was 
moved witli compassion, and loosed 
him, and forgave him the debt. But 
the same servant went out, and found 
one of his fellow-servants, who owed 
him a hundred pence; and he laid 
hands on him, and took him by the 
throat, saying. Pay me that thou 
owest And his f^k>w-servant fiaU 
down at his feet, and besought him, 
saying. Have patience with me, and 
I will pay thee all. And he would 
not; but went and cast him into pti- 
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mm, tin he cdionld pay the debt So 
when his fcHow-servants saw what 
was done, thev were very sorry, and 
tame and told unto tlieir lord all that 
was done. Then his lord, after that 
he had called hibi, said unto htm, O 
Vhou wicked servant, I iorgaye thee 
all that debt, because thou desiredst 
me : shouldest not thou also have had 
Oomiiassion on thy fellow-servant, 
even as I had pity on thcel And his 
lord was wroth, and delivered him to 
the tormentors, till he should pay all 
that was due unto him. So likewise 
shall my heavenly Father do also 
onto you, if ye, from yo^r hearts, 
Ibi^ive not every one his brother 
iheur trespasses.

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Gather up the iiragiiiento that remain, 
tfiat nothing be Irat Therefore they 
gathered thorn together, and filled 
Cirelve baskets with the fraCT[ient8 of 
the five barley-loaves, which remain- 
ed over and above unto them that 
bad eaten. Then these men, when 
they, had seen the miracle that J^ 
BUS did, said, This is of a truth that 
Prophet that should come into the 
world.

which he sware to our father Abra- 
ham, tbat he would grant unto us, 
that we^ being delivered out of the 
hands of otur enranies, might serve 
him without fear, in holiness and 
rip^bteooanefls before him, all the days 
oroor life. And thou, child, shalt be 
called the prophet of the Highest : 
far thou abalt go before the face of the

GOb ; whereby the Day-Spring fimm

(Then were the 
days of unleavened bread.) And 
when he hod apprehended him, he 
put him in prison, and delivered him 
to four quaternions of soldiers, tojceep 
him ; intending after E^aster to bring 
him forth to the people. Peter there* 
fore was kept in prison ; but prayer 
was made without ceasing of the 
Church unto God for him. And 
when Herod would have brought him 
forth, the same night Peter^was deep, 
ing between two flK^diers, bound wiUi 
two chains ; and tne keepers before 
the door kept the prison. And behold, 
the angel of the Lobd came upon 
him, and alight shinedin the prison: 
and he smote Peter on the side, and 
raised him up, saving, Arise up 
qukkly. And his cnaiss fell offfhxn. 
his hands. And the angel said unto 
him, Gird thyself, and oind on tl^ 
sandals: and so he did. And he 
saith unto him, Cast thy garment 
about thee, and follow me. And he 
went out, and followed him ; and 
wist not that it was true which was 
done by the- engel ; but thought 1m 
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MwaTisMiL When thef were past 
tiie first and the second ward, tney 
came unto the iron gate thnt leadetn 
onto the city, which opened to them 
af its own accord : and they went out, 
•nd passed on through one street, and 
Ibrthwith Uie angel departed from 
him. And when Peter was come to 
Idmself, he said. Now I know of a 
■grety that the Lord hath sent his 
angel, and hath d^iv<ered me out of 
the hand of Herod, and fnjm'all the 
expectation of the people of the 
Jews. 

The Gospel St Matt xvi. 13. 
WHEN Jbsus came into the coasts 
of Gaesarea Pbiliroi, he asked his 
disciples, saying. Whom do men say 
that I, the Son of man, am 1 And they 
said, Some say that thou art John 
the Baptist; some, Elias^ and others, 
Jeremias, or one of the prophets. 
He saith unto them, But whom say 
ye that 1 am? And Simon Peter oii- 
•wered and said, Thou art Christ, 
the Son of the living God. And 
Jfistrs answered and said unto him, 
Blessed art thou, Simon Baijona : for 
flesh and blood hath not revealed it 
unto thee, but my Father which is 
in heaven. And I say also unto 
thee, that thou art I^ter, and upon 
this rock I will build my Cliurch : 
and the gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it And I will give unto thee 
the keys of the kingdom of heaven : 
and whatsoever thou shalt bind on 
earth, shall be bound in heaven ; and 
"vrhatsoevcr thou shalt loose on earth, 
lAiall be loosed in heaven.

And be saith unto them, Ye shall 
drink indeed of my cup, and be bap- 
tized with the baptism that I am bap- 
tized with ; but to sit on my rignt 
hand, and on my left, is not nrine to 
give ; but it shul be given to thetn 
K>r whom it is prepared of my Father. 
And when the ten heard it, tney were, 
moved with indignation against the 
two brethren. But Jbsos called 
them unto him, and said, Ye know 
that the princes of the Gentiles exer- 
eke dominion over them, tmd th^ 
that are great exercise authority npoB 
them. But it shall not be so among 
yoa: but ig^oBoevtr will be gTCai< 
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tfMBff ytoUf let him be your minieter ; 
«kd wnoeoevcr will be chief among 
you, let him be your servant : even 
«8 the Son of man came not to be 
ministered unto, but to minister, and 
to spive his life a ranuom for many.

AVhosoever tlierefore shall humbld 
himself as this little child, the sarn^ 
is greatest in the kingdtxn of heaven. 
And whoso shall receive one such lit* 
tie child in my name, receiveth me 
But whoso shall otfend one of tibese 
little ones which believe in ine, it 
were better for him that a millstone 
were handed about his neck, and tlmt 
he were drowned in tlie depth of tba 
sea. Wo unto the world because o( 
offences i for it must needs be that 
offences come : but wo to that man by 
whom tlie offence cometh.

V llM Mintfter oT evny Pnish shall often admonish the People, (hat they derer not the baptitm o 
their children longer than ttie firtt or eeuomi Siindi^y next after their birth, or otlier Holy Uaf 
falling between, iinleas upon a great and reiuomihle cause. 

And also iliey ithall warn them, that, without like great cause and necessity, they procure not 
their children to be bapttxed at home in tlieir houses, fiui when need sliall compel them so to do, 
then baptism diall be a<(miuii>iered as foUowetb- 

ff First, let the Minister of the Parish (or. in hii absenoe, any* other lawful Minister that can be ptv* 
cared) with those who are present, call upon God, and say the Lord's Prayer, and so many of 
the CoUectB apiwinted to \n said before in the Form of Public Baptism, as liie time and present' 
•xiapeoce wili suffer. And then, tiie child being named by some one who is present, the MluSstfli 
mil pour water upon it, saying these words : 



N. I BAPTIZE thee in the name 
of the Path £11, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

f Tlien the Minister shall give thanks unto God, 
and say, 

"WE yield thee hearty thanks, most 
merciful Father, that it hath pleased 
thee to regenerate this infant with' 
thy holy %>irit, to receive him for 
thine own child hy adoption, and to 
incoxporate him into thy holy Church.

lusteth always contrary to the Spirit 
and therefore in every persou bom 
into this world, it deserveth God's 
wrath and damnation. And &is in- 
fection of nature dolh remain, yea, in 
them that are regenerated ; wnerel^ 
the lust of tho fiesh, called in Grod^

Woris done before the grace of 
Christ, and tlie inspiration of hie 
Spibit, are not pleasant to God, 
iMrasmuch es tliey eprii^ not of faitli 
in jRStrs Christ, neither do they 
aiake men meet to receive grace, or 
(as the School-authors aay> deserve 
mce of congruity : yea rather, for 
ttat they are not done as God hath 
wiUed and coinnuuided them to be 
done, we doubt not but they luive the 
naturo of sin. 

Art. XIV. Of WorkB of Superero- 
gation. 

Voluntary works, besides over and 
lAove God's comiiiandments, which 
diey call Works of Supererogation, 
<jannot be- tattght without arrogancy 
and impiety. For by them men <j[o 
dedare. That they do not only render 
fRito God as much as they arc bound 
It) do, but that they do more for his 
sake than of bounden duty is required: 
Wh eie as Christ aaith pkinly, When 
jR have done all that are command- 
ad to you, say, We are unprofitable 
^arvants. . 

. Art. XV. Of Christ aimu with- 
out tin. 

Christ in the truth of our nature, 
ifBS made kke unto us in all tilings, 
#n only ezoejjit, from which he was 
flkarly "void, both in his flesh, and in 
bis spirit.' Ho came to be a Lamb 
without spot, who by sacrifice of 
himself once made, should take away 
(he sins of the world; and sin (as 
St. John saitli) was not in him. But 
ttti we the rest (although baptised and 
bam again in Christ) yet offend in 
iaany things ; and if vre say we have 
la SID, we deoeive ourselves, and the 
. ttatti is not in us. i 
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Art. XV I. Qf Sin after Baptiam. 

Not every deadly sin, willingly 
committed after Iraptism, is sin 
against the HoLT Ghost, and un. 
pardonable. Wherefore t!»e grant of 
repentance is not to be denied to snch 
as foW into sin aflor baptism. Afler 
we have received the Holy Ghost, 
we may depart fnnn grace given, and ^ 
fall into sin, and by the grace of Goo 
(we may) arise again, and amend our- 
lives. And therefore they are to bo 
condemned, whi<5h say, they can no^ 
more sin as long as tncy live here,' 
or deny the place of forgiveness to 
such as truly repent 

Art. XVII. Of Predeatination and 
Election, 

Predestination to life is the ever- 
lasting purpose of God, whereby 
(before the foundations of the world 
were laid; he hath constantly decreed^ 
by his counsel, .secret tons, to deliver 
from curse and damnation, thosa 
whom he hath chosen in Christ 
out of mankind, and to bring them 
by Christ to everlasting salvntion, 
as vessels made to honor. Whoro* 
fore they which be endued with 
so excellent a benefit of God, ba 
called according to God's purposo 
by his Spirit working in due sea 
son : they through gi-ace obey the 
calling : uiey be justified freely : they 
be made sons of €rOD by adoption : 
they be' made like the image of his 
only-begotten Son Jesus Christ; 
thev walk religiously in good works; 
and at length by God's mercy they 
attain to everlasting felicity. 

As the godly consideration of 
predestinati(»i, and our election is 
Christ, is full of sweet, pleasant, 
and unspeakable comfort to godl^ 
persons, and such as feel in Uiem> 
selves the working of the Spirit of 
Christ, mordfying the works of the 
flesh and their earthly members, and 
drawinor up their mind to bigh and 
heavenly things, as well- because ft 
doth greedy establish and confirm 
tlieir faith of eternal salvadon, to 
ba enjoyed throRgh Christ, aa ba- 
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c«Me it doth (^irendy kindle their 
love toward God : so, for curious 
and carnal persons, lacking the Spirit 
df Chsist, to liave continually before 
theiV eves the sentence of God's 
predovtination, is a meet dangerous 
downfall, whereby the devil doth 
thrust them either into desperation, 
or into wretchlcssncM of most un- 
clean living, no less perilous than 
desiteration. 

Furthermore, we must ^receive 
pOD's promises in such wise ns 
'they he generally set forth to ns in 
holy Scnpture: and in our doings,, 
that will of God is to be followed,' 
which we have expressly declared 
ttnto 118 in the word of God.

The Romish doctrine coneemicM 
purgatory, pardons, worsiupping, and 
adoration, as well of imagesi as ^id 
rcliqucs, and also invocation of saints,- 
is a fond thingnrainl^' invented, and 
grounded upon no warranty of dcrip- 
ture, but rather repugnant tothswoni 
of God.

It is not lawAil fcr any man to 
take upxi him the offico of paUde 
preaching, or ministering the sa<^ 
ments in the congregation, before bii 
be lawfully called, and sent to executt 
the same.

■ AkfaoQgh in the visible Church the 
•rii be ever mingled with the good, 
and sometime tlie evil have chief au- 
ibority in the ministration of the word 
«nd sacraments; yet, forasmuch as 
Ihey do not the same in their own 
name, but in Christ's, and do min- 
ister by his commission and author- 
ity, we may use their ministry, both 
Uk hearing the word of God, and in 
vee«iTing the sacraments. Neither 
Is the effect of Chbibt's ordinance 
Utken. away by their wickedness, nor 
Ihegraee of God's giAs diminished 
from such, as by faith, and rightly, 
4o receive the sacraments minister- 
ial unto them, whfch be effectual, be- 
eaoae of Christ's InsUtucioa and 



promise, alUioi^h they be ndaislered 
by evil men. 

Neverthdeas, it appertaineth to th9 
discipline of the Church, that inqui^ 
rv M made of eviP ministers, and 
tnat they be accused by those that 
have knowledge of their offences t 
and finally beuig feund guilty, bf 
just judgment, be deposed. 

Aat.XXVIL Qf^apfiMt. 
Baptism is not only a Am of pix^ 
fession, and mark of differenct^ 
whereby Christian men are discerned 
from others that be not christened t 
bnt it is also a sign of regeDenitio% 
or iicvr birth, whereby, as by an in* 
strament, they that receive baptism 
rightly are grafted into the Church: 
the promises of tlie forgiveness of sin, 
and of our adoption to be the sons of 
God by tbe Holt Ghost, ar^ visi- 
bly signed and sealed : faith is con- 
firmed, and grace increased by virtue 
of prayer unto God. The baptism 
of young children is in any wjse td 
be retained in the Church as roost 
agreeable with the institution of 
Christ.

The Supper of the Lord is not 
only a sign of the love that Chrisdant

It is not necessary that troditiooe 
and ceremonies be in all places one» 
or utterly like ; for at gill times they 
have been divers, and may he clmngea 
according to llic divci-sity of couQtnes» 
dmes, and iitieu's nnannei^ so that 
nothing be ordained against €ioz>'e 
word. Whosoever^ tlirough his pri* 
vate judgment, willingly and pur*' 
{xiscly dolh openly break the trsc^ 
tioHs and cerenvonies of the ChurciL 
which be not repugnant to the word 
of God, and be ordained and ap* 
proved by common authority, ougnl 
.to be rebuked openly (that othfr 
may fear to do the like) as he tbet 
■offendeth against the commtm order 
of the Church, and huiteth the am 
thority of the magistrate, and wouvd- 
ctli the consciences of the viefik 
brethren. 

Every particular or national Church 
hath authority to ordain, change, ana 
abolish ceremonies, or rites of tbfl 
Church, ordained only by man's ao*. 
thority, so that all things be done te 
edifymg. 

Art. XXXV. CfBhnOies. 
The second Book of Homiliei^ th«
